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The latest news from Lima, under 
date of March 16, leads to a hope that 
peace and quiet have at last been re- 
stored in Peru. Victorious Chile has 
at last presented terms of peace to her 
vanquished sister. The new Peruvian 
President, D. Calderon, took the oath 
of office at Magdalena, a little village 
two miles frum Lima, March 12. The 
terms of peace which the leaders med- 
itate imposing on Peru are, first: The 
cession of Antotogasta, Tarapaca and 
Tacna; second, an indemnity based on 
the following points: First, the ex- 
penses of the war, embracing the cost 
vf armaments, provisions, equipage, 
clothing, salary of the army, freights, 
and, in fact, every expense directly 
caused by the war; second, the pay- 
ment of compensation to the army, in 
conformity with a law to such effects 
to be passed by the Cunyress; third, 
the payment for the vessels Esmeral- 
da, Loa, Cov@longa and Janaques, 
also for the iron clade Manco, Capoe 
and Atahualpa, the Carvelle Union 
and the transports Rimacorora, Tallis- 
man, Chalaco and Limena; third, the 
indemnification for the Chileans ex- 
pelled from Peru and Bolivia, fourth, 
Peru to undertake not to fortify her 
ports during fifty years, nor to acquire 
a navy during forty years; fifth, Chil- 
ean products to be received in Peru 
and Bolivia on the same terms as those 
of the most favored nations, and Chile 
to concede similar advantages to those 
from the two republics; sixth, the ex- 
traction of guano from the Peruvian 
Islands, to be carried on for the ac- 
count of the Government of Chile, and 
the proceeds, after deducting the cost 
of extraction, to be divided equally 
between Chile, Peru and the foreign 
creditors. Peru is recognized up to 
the ist of January, 1879. After the 
payment of such the creditors of Chile 
and Peru todivide the proceeds equally 
but the part belonging to Peru shal! 
be received by Chile until clauses 2d 
and 8d of this treaty have been carried 
into effect; seventh, Chile shall main- 
tain a force of 10,000 men in such 
parts of Peru as it may deem fit, and 
its vessels shall have free and frank 
entrance to Peru. These troops shall 
be maintained by Peru, as provided 
by the Commissary-General of the 
army, and shall remain in Peru until 
clauses 2d and 8d have been carried 
into effect; eighth, as Peru and Bolivia 
are consolidated, Chile will treat only 
with Peru for the payment of this in- 
demnity; ninth, all doubts. arising in 
reference to this treaty shall be set- 


tled by arbitration.

The Great . Missouri. 


Omana, April 9. 

The Missouri continued rising all 
day, and at 6 O clock r. m. had risen 
about one foot in 24 hours, The flood 
is now at its height. It has fallen at 
Yankton, but reports this morning say 
that the big gorge twenty miles be- 
low Yankton, and reported to be fifty 
miles long, has not yet gone out. 
There are from two to three feet of 
water in the Union Pacific shops, and 
four and six feet in the smelting 
works. It has been a sort of holiday 
here, pearly every map, woman and 
child visiting the river front to sce 
the remarkable sight, which they may 
never witness again. 

The situation on the east side of the 
river, at Council Bluffs and the Union 
Pacific depot, is fully as serious as it 
is at Omaha, and, perhaps, is more so. 
About half of Council Bluffs is under 
waterto the depth of from one to 
three feet, and many persons have 
been compelled to leave their homes 
and take shelter in the higher part of 
town. A broad and heavy stream, 
coming in from the bend north of 
town, is flowing through the place, 
and runs down Broadway, the princi- 
pal business street, past the Pae ifle 
house, This stream is said to be 
eighteen inches deep in the vicinity of 
the Pacific house, and water is within 
six inches of the steps of the Ogden 
house, The south part of the town is 
flooded by a stream from the north, 
aod by back-water from the river. 
Water is within three or four inches 
of the floor of the Union Pacific depot 
and hotel, where many families have 
sought shelter. No trains on any 
eastern road were able te get into 
Council Bluffs this morning to the 
flooded tracks, and they were held 
within sight of the town. 

No Eastern passengers or mail ar- 
rived in Omaha to-day, The Union 
Pacific approach to the Missouri 
River bridge is flooded to such an ex- 
tent at Spoon Lake, just west of the 
transfer depot, that the transfer has to 
be made by boats and by shoving flat 
vats through the water over the small 
bridge. The Union Pucific sent out 
its west-bound express late this after- 
noon, with but few passengers, there 
being no Eastern connection. Omaha 
is cut off in every direction except to 
the West. Passengers to the East this 
afternoon wio wished to venture were 
transferred over the river. 
trains may get into Council Bluſts to- 
morrow and also leave for the East. 
The 


which is used also by the Chicago, 
Burlington and Quincy, and also 
temporarily by the B. and M. in Ne- 
braska, is under water, and washed so 
badly that trains cansot run over it. It 
is expected to accommodate the above 
roads with an outlet to-morrow over 
the Wabash, St. Louis and Pacific 
road. The trains on this last road got 
within sight of the Union Pacific 
transfer depot to-day, but had to back 
out. Several hundred freight cars in 
the railroad yards at Council Bluffs 
are more or less submerged. Eastport, 
a village of two or three hundred peo 

ple, opposite Nebraska City, is inun- 
dated, and the people will have to go 
elsewhere until the water subsides.

LAWS OF THE STATE OF NEVADA 
Passed by the Tenth Session ofthe Leg- 
islature, 1881, 

Cnar. LIX.—An Act fixing the com- 
pensation of the various county offi 

cers (deputies) and of jailors in the 
several counties of this State. 


[Approved February 26, 1881. ] 
The people of the State of Nevada, 
represented in Senate and Assembly, do 
enact as follows: 


Section 1. From and after the pas- 
sage of this Act the Deputy County Re- 
corder, and Deputy County Clerk, and 
the juilor of the several counties (appli- 
cable to this Actas hereinafter state) 
shall receive a monthly compensation in 
the sum of one hundred dollars each for 
their services so rendered, respectively; 
provided, the provisions of thia Act 
shall be applicable only to counties of 
this State pelling not less than sixteen 
hundred nor more than two thousand 
votes at uny general election held in this 
State.

A Guazetre reporter called upon 
Hoa. E. C. Sessions yesterday, at his 
office in Carson, and got his story of 
the serious charges of cruelty in the 
Orphans’ Home, The reporter asked, 

“Is it expected that any change will 
be made in ofhce of Superintendent of 
the Home?” 

Mr. 8.— No Sir. 

R.—Does the Board find so little 
truth in the charges of cruelty that 
they iotend to retain Mr. Mills? 

Mrs. — There is no cause for remov- 
al. The newspapers have raised a 
howl, and have published only what 
suited them. Mr. McCarty, of the 
Chronicle, was present when L. L. 
Crockett and I examined the Gray boy 
in Virginia, and he suw fit to publish 
the story exactly as the boy told it. 
You know hew very likely a boy, an- 
gry from punishment, would be to 
color his story, even if he did not lie 
about it. 

R.—Has any attempt at investiga- 
tion been made by the Board? 

Mr. 8.—Yes, the Board after we 
came back from Virginia went t 
the Home, and after asking the teacher 
and Mr. aud Mrs. Mills to retire, we 
questione’ the children. They talked 
very freely, aud we found from their 
stories that Gray had lied in his report 
to us in Virginia. His story did not 
agree with that of the children at the 
school at all. The boy attacked Miss 
Harris with an iron poker, and she 
flogged him soundly with a riding 
whip which some of the children had 
pitked up. 

N. — Was the boy beaten in an inhu- 
man and cruel manner,as charged in the 
Appeal and Chronicle? 

Mr. 8.—Not cruelly at all; not out 
of proportion to his offense; not more 
than I, and perhaps you, have been 
whipped for some piece cf insubordi- 
nation. Ile was not punished any 
more than was necessary to the disci- 
pline of the school. 

R.—What excuse has Miss Harris 
to offer for spanking middle-aged girls 
before the school? 

Mr. 8.— Miss Harris did not spank 
avy girls before the school, and she 
did not spaok middle-aged girls at all. 
She took some little girls behind the 
stove and spanked them, but there 
was no exposure. None of the child 
ren could have told from anything 
they saw that the children were being 
spanked at all. They heard blows, and 
knew they were being p»nished. 

R. Illo about the “Humiliation” 
theory of Miss Harris’? 

Mr. 8.—Any punishment is a humil- 
iation, Miss Harris could not inflict 
punishment without humiliating the 
subject. It is the humiliation, and 
not the bodily pain, which constitutes 
the punishment. So Miss IIarris was 
perfectly correct, so far as the tneory 
goes. She punished, not to break the 
spirit of the children, but to humiliate 
them and break down their stubborn- 
ness. 

R.— What was the spanking for? 
Mr. 8S.—Singing is part of the ex- 
ercises of the school, and some of the 
girls refused to sing. One even retus- 
ed to repeat the words of a song after 
Miss Harris.. To have allowed such 
insubordination in one thing would 
have affected every branch of study, 
and destroyed the disciplive of the 
school. 

R. - What about tae Mordaunt girl? 
Mr. 8.—That girl had fallen into 
the habit of using a very improper 
epithet, and when Mrs. Mills ordered 
her to pick up the towel she applied 
it to her in an undertone. If you had 
a daughter of your own and she had 
such a habit you would thrash her 
thoroughly. 

R. — How about Weirz? 

Mr. 8.—Weirz was in jail at Austin 
for attempting to stab a man before 
we took him: He is half crazy and 
has a mania for being in jail. He 
would whine around and threaten to 
kill himself when at large, so we got 
him into the county jail for a few days, 
but finally brought him to the Home 
and locked him up. He seemed per- 
fectly happy when locked up, and 
miserable when free. He was very 
sick once, aud Mrs. Mills took care of 
him and brought him out all right. 
One evening Mrs. Mills kept him in 
after school for punishment. While 
they were alone, he sprang at her, say- 
ing: “I'll kill you, you s— of a b—.” 
He struck her with his fist, knocking 
her down, and blacked both of her 
eyes. She screamed. and her husband 
ran in, but not ia time to catch Weirz, 
who ran out doors and could not be 
“geese until morning. Mills then gave 
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deserved it. If you found a big, bur- 
ly fellow beating your wife you would 
not stop to consider whether you were 


or what. The report gives Weirz's 
age as 12 years, but it must be a mis- 
take, as he is a big, strong tellow,with 
a beard starting out ali over his face. 

R.—How about shipping him off on 
the sly? 

Mr. S.— The law allows the Board 
the privilege of discharging anyone 
and sending them to their friends if :t 
seems best. Weirz said he had friends 
in California, who wanted him to 
come. We bought him a ticket and 
sent him to them. 

R.—Will the Board take any farther 
action in this business? 

Mr. 8.—Probably not. They met 
last Thursday, but there seemed to be 
nothing todo. A joint committee of 
the last Legislature investigated all 
the charges, and reported favorably of 
the managewent. They found noth- 
ingin all these questions but what 
was satisfactorily explained.
